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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants only argument for patentability over 
Dauba et al is their limitation that the marking layer is "permanantly bonded" to the field. The Examiner reasonably interpreted the 
limitation "permanatly bonded" to be in view of normal handling or application, and not an infinite time frame or endless set of conditions. 
Applicants argue the virtually identical marking of the prior art can be removed after a thermal treatment by a blade or steel wool. The 
Examiner finds this argument unpersuasive because nothing is permanently markable, and he challenges Applicants to provide a 
thorough and convincing, showing that the claimed marking cannot be removed, e.g. by HF or other acid etching, by a steel blade or 
chipping by a chisel, by grinding and other conventional means. Upon receipt of such evidence the Examiner will reconsider. .
